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Plan for a further 100 
homes at Littlemoor 


WORRIED residents meet 
tonight (Thursday) to dis¬ 
cuss serious concerns about 
a second big proposed 


housing development at 
Littlemoor, Weymouth. 

A scheme for 176 homes 
at Destiny Fields was re¬ 


cently given the go-ahead 
by planners who must now 
rule on a second scheme for 
100 homes on land to the 
south of Louviers Road. 

Agent Richard Burgess 
Associates for applicants 
the Whettam Estate is ap¬ 
plying for outline permis¬ 
sion for the scheme and 
claims release of the site 
for residential development 
is “timely and appropriate”. 

But news of another po¬ 
tential block of 100 homes 
is concerning nearby resi¬ 
dents including Malcolm 
Beeson who said he feared 
that more homes on top of 
176 approved for the Des¬ 
tiny Fields development 
was bound to overload 
services in the area. 

He added: “Taken to- 
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gether they will have disas¬ 
trous consequences at doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries and schools.” 

He said he also had traffic 
concerns and added: 
“Neighbours and I are also 
very concerned at the pro¬ 
posal to add all the drainage 
from the new site to the 
sewers of the existing estate 
which lies downhill from 
the new site. 

“Sewers are totally de¬ 
pendent upon pumps, so 
any equipment failure 
would lead to flooding, not 
at the new development but 
around existing homes. 

“I also suspect that scores 
of dog walkers who cur¬ 
rently use the field will be 
up in arms at the loss of this 
amenity area. It has been 
used in this way for at least 
15 years and the whole 
field has been accessible to 
them. It is only in the last 
few years that the field has 
been managed for agricul¬ 
ture.” 

Littlemoor Community 
Action Group chairman 
Gill Paterson said news of 
the second major housing 
scheme was “not good”. 

She added: “It is going to 
put so much pressure on 
this area. We already have 
one massive housing 
scheme for Littlemoor and 
this second development 
will just compound the 
problems caused by the 
first. 

“It isn’t very good for¬ 
ward planning and more a 


disaster waiting to happen 
because it will swamp doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries and schools. 

“We will be discussing it 
at a meeting tonight in Lit¬ 
tle Community Centre off 
Canberra Road at 7.30pm.” 

Littlemoor doctor Huw 
Llewellyn was also worried 
and said the developers 
should contact the local pri¬ 
mary care trust to discuss 
how resources in the area 


could be increased to man¬ 
age the increased demand 
in health care stemming 
from an increase in popula¬ 
tion. 

He added: “If there isn’t 
an increase in resources 
then it is very possible that 
the services currently pro¬ 
vided will be put under 
greater pressure and it is 
therefore possible that the 
quality of care currently 
provided will deteriorate as 
a result of the develop¬ 
ment.”

Here Anne talks about the hotel and restau¬ 
rant, her culinary influences and her attitude 
to why the long hours spent in the kitchen are 
worth it. 


■ HOW did you come to be running The Her¬ 
itage? 

We used to have a hotel on Dartmoor. About four- 
years-ago we decided to come a bit further east to be 
nearer family. Also, the Olympics was a draw because 
my husband enjoys sailing, and then we fell in love 
with this building when we saw the business was for 
sale. 

■ WHAT is the hotel like? 

We have six individually styled bedrooms, all en- 
suite, spacious, comfortable and tranquil. There is an 
a la carte restaurant, which is open to the general pub¬ 
lic and we are fully licensed for restaurant guests as 
well as our residents. We also have a dedicated dining 
area where guests with dogs can enjoy all the treats 
served in the main restaurant, and they don’t have to 
leave their four-legged friends in the bedroom or at 
home. We are very dog friendly - it would be a shame 
not to be, with the fantastic walks around here; you 
can walk to the Fleet in 12 minutes, and there are also 
magnificent inland walks amidst the beautiful Dorset 
fields. 

■ WHAT kind of cuisine do you serve in the 
restaurant? 

I would say it’s modem British with international in¬ 
fluences. On Sundays we do a traditional roast, but 
the a la carte menu has other things if that’s what you 
fancy. Our market is fairly traditional although it’s re¬ 
ally encouraging to see people trying something new. 



And of course our full Dorsetshire breakfasts for 
guests are greatly appreciated. 

■ WHAT kind of food do you most enjoy cook¬ 
ing? 

I adore making and eating puddings, chocolate specif- 
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ically, and bread. On the main courses I particularly 
enjoy doing fish dishes because we have such fantastic 
local supplies of it. We try not to get too complicated 
-it’s so delicate it’s best to let the base flavours shine. 
We just had some great sardines and brill come in 
today. 

■ WHAT is a typical day like for you? 

The alarm goes off at 6am so I’m in the kitchen for 
7am preparing breakfast. Then we clear up, prep for 
dinner or functions, and take deliveries. We are open 
every night except Sunday for dinner. On Sunday we 
are open for lunch instead. We eat our lunch anytime 
between 1pm and 5pm and I usually take Cello our 
Bouvier out for a walk at about 3pm, then it’s back in 
to the kitchen at 6pm. We usually eat what the cus¬ 
tomers don’t each day - it makes for a very varied diet. 
We generally have our supper after we’ve finished 
cooking, which is usually around midnight so we often 
don’t get to bed till lam. Then we do it all again the 
next day. 

■ SO, what keeps you going? 

I just love doing what I do and when you have your 
own business it’s usually because you really want to 
do what you’re doing. You have to have a passion for 
a business like this. I have worked for other people 
and done long hours in that way, but I couldn’t have 
kept doing that ad infinitum. Your motivation is when 
you get someone saying “thank you” and coming back 
again. 

■ WHICH three famous people you like to cook 
a meal for? 

My biggest influence is a Chef called Sally Clarke. 
She’s one of the most wonderful chefs, and I find her 
philosophy reflects my own attitude to cookery. I re¬ 
ally admire her and I’d love to cook for her. I also have 
always had great admiration for the late Diane Fossey 
- not for her cooking obviously, but because I adore 
gorillas. And I’d like to cook for the Queen. I have 
tremendous respect for her so I would just like to say, 
“thank you”. I think she likes fairly simple food - but 
simple can be great.

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Ferry sailings 
move to Poole 

STRUCTURAL problems with Condor Ferries'berth in 
Weymouth has forced some sailings to be switched 
to Poole until at least February 27 th . 

Condor said it was moving its sailings because of 
"mutual concerns" with Weymouth Harbour over the 
structural integrity of part of the berth which is un¬ 
derstood to involve cracks in the harbour wall and a 
drop in the quay surface. 

Weymouth and Portland transport spokesman 
Councillor Christine James said: "It is a bit of a blow 
for Condor to have to go to Poole. 

"I have been led to believe that it is only a short term 
problem which can be solved. 

"I believe that the problem is linked to recent bad 
weather, shifting harbour floor conditions and the ef¬ 
fect of boat engines on the berth area." 

Emergency work is being carried out on the berth, 
passengers were contacted about the change of port 
and Condor operations director Captain Fran Collins 
said: "The safety of our passengers and crew is always 
our highest priority and we have taken this step to 
help sustain our lifeline ferry services between the 
Channel Islands and the UK. 

"We are working closely with Weymouth Harbour 
to understand the extent of this issue and are in close 
cooperation with Poole Harbour Commissioners to 
make sure the change of port goes as smoothly as 
possible." 

War memorial repairs 

WEYMOUTH'S American War Memorial is to undergo 
a £20,000 revamp. 

The Grade II listed structure commemorates Amer¬ 
ican servicemen and women who lost their lives on 
the Normandy beaches during the Second World 
War after passing through Weymouth. 

A specialist surveyor was commissioned to identify 
defects with the memorial and found its supports 
needed to be repaired to ensure its long-term stabil¬ 
ity. 

The memorial will be dismantled during the 
process in order to fix it with stainless steel support¬ 
ing beams. 

It was erected in 1947 and is made from Portland 
Stone. 

The works will cost £20,000 with half funded by the 
War Memorials Trust and the other half by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council. 

Works have just started and are expected to take 
around six weeks to complete.

Among other concerns voiced were repre¬ 
sentations submitted by Brian Johnston, of 
nearby Honeysuckle Close who said: 
“Local infrastructure cannot support an¬ 
other 100 families on top of the 170-house 
development. Where are these families 
going to send their children to school? 

“A very small play area is planned on this 
development which is insufficient for 100 
potentially young families. The play area 
on Honeysuckle Close will see greatly in¬ 
creased activity and noise.” 

But the applicants claim drainage needs 


can be met by a variety of measures includ¬ 
ing a tank up to two metres deep to be built 
in the north east corner of the site. 

They add that the area is “well served” 
by doctors’ surgeries and schools while 
open space would “occupy a very large 
part, about 0.4 hectares, of the proposed 
development” where residential areas of 
the site would be dissected by “green cor¬ 
ridors”. 

Planners say the new homes outline ap¬ 
plication could be debated on April 25 th and 
comments or objections should be received 
before then.

Unions'anger over'slash 
and burn'budget cuts 


FRONT LINE emergency services and help for the eld¬ 
erly and disabled in Dorset will suffer under a raft of 
budget cuts agreed this week. 

Unions have called for a re-think on the cuts to the 
county’s police, fire and social care spending. 
The Fire Brigade Union described the decision to make 
cuts as “slash and burn” and said it was inevitable that 
lives would be put at risk. 

“The local fire crews have made sacrifices and we’re 
facing the third year of a pay freeze with another two 
years of no more than 1 per cent a year. With what we’re 
going through to protect local fire services this feels like 
a kick in the teeth,” said official Karen Adams. 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter warned: “The options 
for achieving further significant savings without impact¬ 
ing on frontline services - which is something that we are 
desperate to protect - are now very limited despite the 
one-off freeze grant injection.” 

With the police authority’s acceptance of its budget 
comes the warning that more than 100 posts will have to 
go. 

Chief Constable, Martin Baker said the authority will 
now need to save £18m over four years. 
“The authority has already reduced expenditure by more 
than £6m, with further cuts of £5m planned for 2012/13. 
However, these reductions have only been possible with 
a significant reduction in workforce, with 284 posts re¬ 
moved by the end of the current financial year, and a fur¬ 
ther 108 posts to be removed during 2012/13.” 
At County Hall county councillors approved a £15m sav¬ 
ing target for the year ahead in addition to the £2 8m it 
has already approved. 

Amongst the targets for saving will be a range of serv¬ 
ices for the elderly and vulnerable with more reliance on 
volunteers to fill the gaps. 

The authority believes £9m can be found by increasing 
charges for residential homes, higher rental income from 
county council owned farms and a more cost-effective 
service to tackle potholes and other problems on rural

roads. Spending will also be reduced across a range of 
areas include staff training, arts, museums and sport, 
community safety and school improvement services. 

But, despite these savings, council leader Angus Camp¬ 
bell said the council remained committed to protecting 
vulnerable people. He said that the community care 
budget has been increased by £3m per year to cope with 
the growing demand for services supporting older people 
and people with disabilities. 

“The strength of any organisation is in its staff and I 
continue to be utterly amazed at the determination and 
grit shown by all as they cope with constant change and, 
at the same time, prioritise the quality of services they 
deliver to the public. 

Lib Dem group leader Councillor Janet Dover criticised 
cuts totalling £1.5million in children’s services while 
other members of the opposition group complained that 
papers setting out the changes did not contain enough de¬ 
tail to understand what the cuts would actually involve.

INTENSE talks are being 
held to make sure the oper¬ 
ation of Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing 
Academy is not compro¬ 
mised by the Olympic and 
Paralympic sailing events. 

Academy chief executive 
John Tweed said fine tuning 
was “vital” to ensure the 
academy can continue to 
operate as normally as pos¬ 
sible right up to the Games 
and can resume its work as 
quickly as possible after¬ 
wards. 

Mr Tweed said: “We are 
getting good co-operation 
with the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic

“It underlines our premier position in 
yachting, the attraction of the area for sail¬ 
ing activity and the additional business 
being attracted to this area by the high 
profile we have achieved in the sailing 
world. 

“Sunsail will be using a number of local 
marine companies to service these yachts 
and all of this adds to the multi-million 
pound annual benefit to Weymouth and 
Portland’s economy.”

Resurfacing for seafront 


PREPARATION works started this week 
ahead of resurfacing Weymouth prome¬ 
nade with a characteristic red finish. 

It is the next step of the seafront regener¬ 
ation programme and six weeks of county 
council work will start at the north end of 
Bmnswick Terrace and end at the south end 
of the promenade near the Pavilion car 
park. 

About 300 metres of promenade will be 
resurfaced each day, working on half 
widths at a time to keep the Esplanade 
open. 

Contractors will liaise with any busi¬ 
nesses open during the works to keep ac¬ 
cess open and reduce disruption to a 
minimum. 

Vehicle movements on the new surface 
will be restricted for a minimum of four to 
six hours and again contractors will liaise 
with businesses as work progresses. 

Weymouth and Portland special projects 
spokesman Councillor Howard Legg said: 
“The works that are going to be carried out 
are the beginning of the end of our seafront 
regeneration project. 

“The work is taking place now when use 
is low. Residents and visitors to Wey¬ 
mouth will be able to use the Esplanade 
during the busy summer period and Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee celebrations as normal but 
hopefully with an enhanced experience. 

“We will try and keep disruption to a 


minimum and apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience caused.” 

Work has also started at the north end of 
the promenade opposite Astrid Way on the 
foundations for seven 15 metre-high illu¬ 
minated, artist designed sculptural columns 
extending from Alexandra Gardens up to 
the Pier bandstand. 

These ground works are being under¬ 
taken by M&L Engineering based on Port¬ 
land who are just completing the 
refurbishment and installation of the Vic¬ 
torian columns along the promenade. 

Each individual column will be internally 
lit with coloured light and each will house 
a laser lighting unit that will provide subtle 
and changing illuminations that will extend 
across the beach into the sea. Work for 
lights and resurfacing will be co-ordinated. 

Mr Legg said: “The scheme will provide 
a new focal point for Weymouth’s seafront 
and promenade and help raise the profile of 
Weymouth as a place of innovation and in¬ 
terest. 

“These improvements will also help en¬ 
sure that Weymouth looks its best for sum¬ 
mer 2012 and will offer new and improved 
facilities and experiences for residents and 
visitors to enjoy. 

“Any short term dismptions with be out¬ 
weighed by the long term and lasting ben¬ 
efits for the town.”

OLYMPIC bosses have of¬ 
ficially taken temporary 
possession of the Portland 
Olympic village for sailing 
athletes. 

The Osprey Quay devel¬ 
opment will host 700 ath¬ 
letes and 550 officials 
during the Olympic Games 
with about half that num¬ 
ber using the accommoda¬ 
tion during the Paralympic 
Games. 

During the Games each 
house will host around 
eight athletes and have all 
facilities except a kitchen. 

Athletes will eat in a tem¬ 
porary dining hall which 
will be constructed on the 
site and have a social area 
in the new Chesil Cove 
Foundation School which 
LOCOG will take tempo¬ 
rary ownership of in May. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Councillor Graham 
Winter joined LOCOG 
deputy chairman Sir Keith 
Mills who had travelled to 
Dorset to accept the village 
from site developer ZeroC 
director Kim Slowe. 

Mr Slowe welcomed dig¬ 
nitaries and guests and 
said: “This has given quite 
a legacy for Portland. All 
the homes will hit the mar¬ 
ket after the Olympics and 
some have been sold al¬ 
ready.” 

Mr Winter said: “It is 
quite an historical moment 
because suddenly you re¬ 
alise that the Olympics are 
going to happen. 

“I think the village is 
beautiful. The standard of 
accommodation is very 
high and will provide a fit¬ 
ting village for the sailing 
athletes. 

“Once the Olympics are 
over there will be a fine 
legacy with the homes, 
about a quarter of which 
will be affordable hous¬ 
ing.” 

Sir Keith said: “In a few 
months hundreds of ath¬ 
letes will be descending 
here and it will be a really 
buzzy hubbly place. 

“I think the athletes will 


be over the moon when 
they see what we have 
provided here.” 

He also highlighted 
legacy and said: “Wey¬ 


mouth and Portland will 
be left with some wonder¬ 
ful assets for the future.” 

It would put the borough 
“centre stage”, he said, 


adding that he thought it 
was a great idea that some 
of the roads on the devel¬ 
opment might be named 
after medal winners. 

Among guests was Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy 
chief executive John 
Tweed who said: “I think 


the village is fantastic. 

“It will be great accom¬ 
modation for the athletes 
and it will be a substantial 
legacy afterwards because 
many of the homes will 
become affordable hous¬ 
ing. It is a true success 
story which will be a great 
asset to Portland.”

A s I ran back to the church, the blue ambu¬ 
lance lights were flashing. The patient was 
barely alive, if at all.

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Dorset police target 
scrap metal thieves 


WEST DORSET | AR¬ 
RESTS have been made 
during a multi-organisa¬ 
tional operation to stamp 
out scrap metal theft. 

Dorset Police and cus¬ 
toms and environment 
agency officers swooped 
on scrap yards and con¬ 
ducted vehicle stop 
checks during Operation 
Iridium. 

The operation aims to 
end scrap metal theft 
around the Bridport and 
Beaminster area. 

Six covert Bridport Po¬ 
lice officers worked in 
tandem with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and H M 
Customs and Excise 
throughout the initial 
phase of the ongoing op¬ 
eration. 

During the operation a 
38-year-old man from 
the Bridport area was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of 
witness intimidation and 
criminal damage. He is 
on police bail until April 
9th. 

A 49-year-old old man 
from the Beaminster area 
was also arrested on sus¬ 
picion of theft. He is on 
police bail until February 
29th. 

The 11-day operation 
ended with officers con¬ 


fiscating four vehicles 
and suspected stolen 
items from a premise in 
the Lower Wraxal area of 
Dorchester on February 
9th. 

Inspector Mike Darby 
said the crimes affected 
everybody and urged 
members of the public to 
report metal thefts and 
the people committing 
the offences. 

He said: “Operation 
Iridium is concentrating 
on the offenders who are, 
on a daily basis, driving 
around our community 
and stealing scrap metal 
and any other items they 
feel they can get money 
for. 

“Covert police officers 
alongside officers from 
Customs and Excise and 
the Environment Agency 
conducted a number of 
stops on vehicles that 
were conveying scrap 
metal and conducted 
search warrants on ad¬ 
dresses linked to this of¬ 
fending. 

“These types of of¬ 
fences directly impact 
everyone in the rural 
community and is a con¬ 
stant cause for concern 
for landowners.”

WEYMOUTH | FEELINGS and 
prejudices about homelessness 
have been displayed at a special 
exhibition in Weymouth Library. 

The young people whose work 
was showcased have all experi¬ 
enced homelessness and are now 
living in accommodation at Pot¬ 
tery Lane in Weymouth. 

The exhibition opened a win¬ 
dow on such people's day to day 
struggle to fulfil basic needs such 
as food, hygiene, financial sup¬ 
port, education, employment and 
a right to achieve. 

Among exhibits were wall hang¬ 
ings, tapestries, poetry, sculp¬ 
tures, paintings, pencil drawings 


and photographs by young peo¬ 
ple supported by Tides outreach 
team who worked with them on 
a weekly basis for six months. 

Their work and the support of 
Tides was praised by You Trust 
Weymouth deputy manager 
Jacqui Redfern who said: "Some 
of the exhibits take your breath 
away. Homelessness is going to 
get worse.There are kids living on 
the streets keeping themselves at 
college, but where do you wash 
yourself or clean your clothes? 
One young man was living in a 
graveyard. 

"The exhibition was to help raise 
awareness of homelessness and 


the biggest sin is that the major¬ 
ity of these people are aged 16-18 
years and are often on the streets 
through family breakdown situa¬ 
tions." 

Weymouth and Portland 
Deputy Mayor Margaret Leicester 
said: "I am absolutely shocked 
that I have heard this. It just 
makes you realise how lucky you 
are not to be in this situation. 

"I was not aware that there was 
this much homelessness in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

"You tend to live in your own lit¬ 
tle bubble and when you find out 
something like this it is a bit of a 
shock to the system." 


Road safety courses 
get underway for bikers 

DORSET | COURSES aimed at making Dorset's 
motorcyclists safer on the road are about to get 
underway in the county. 

The BikeSafe courses are available to anyone 
who rides a bike with an engine size of at least 
250cc. Riders are encouraged to book their 
place soon as the dates filled up quickly last 
year. 

The courses are run in two parts over a week¬ 
end. The first part runs on the Saturday from 
10am to 4pm and consists of a theory presenta¬ 
tion which highlights the causes of accidents 
and the theory of advanced riding. 

The second part of the course is an assessed 
ride which will take place on the Sunday be¬ 
tween either 9am and 12 midday or 1 pm and 
4pm. 

The course is subsidised by Dorset County 
Council, which means that the course fee is just 
£ 20 . 

There are six courses being run from April to 
October in Wimborne, West Bay and North 
Dorset. 

Police Constable Chris Smith, BikeSafe Co-or¬ 
dinator, said: "Even the most experienced bikers 
could learn something on the BikeSafe course 
that may one day save their life. 

"This course provides motorcyclists with a 
great opportunity to gain advice and tips on 
areas including cornering, overtaking, position¬ 
ing and hazard perception. 

"The Dorset Police riders that run this course 
are genuinely passionate about motorcycling 
and we hope everyone that takes part in the 
course enjoys it and comes out of it a better 
rider."

CHANGES to county council homecare contracts will 
save £1 million and bring a fresh approach to deliver an 
improved and more cost effective service across Dorset. 
The authority said the changes were made after an exten¬ 
sive service review and a reduction in the number of ap¬ 
pointed providers which will partner the county council 
to provide longer-term help and care for people needing 
support to live at home. 

It added that the changes will help promote quality and 
stability and also encourage a stronger working relation¬ 
ship with the eight selected homecare providers who will 
ensure the service is delivered flexibly and attentively 
while respecting each client’s right to privacy, dignity and 
fulfillment. 

Other advantages include a more collaborative ap¬ 
proach where providers will be able to work co-opera¬ 
tively to cater for the growing demand and also develop 
specialisms in particular kinds of care instead of being in 
competition. 

Some clients will be required to change homecare 
provider as a result of the new contracts although, in 
many cases, care will continue to be provided by the same 
person who may decide to transfer their employment to 
a new provider. 

All the newly appointed providers have had to show 
that they provide good quality support services and will 
have to continue to meet set quality standards to stay on 
the list. 

The new contracts will be in place by summer 2012. 

County adult social care spokesman Andrew Cattaway 
said: “Over the last five years we have been working to¬ 
wards providing home care services in new ways to en¬ 
sure the care people receive is of a high quality and 
represents good value. 

“By changing the contract agreements and improving 
efficiency, the council will achieve savings of £1 million 
in the next year which will help to meet the growing de¬ 
mand for home care services and support more people to 


remain independent in their own homes. 

“We aim to make the transfer of any service as seamless 
as possible and have been in contact with people likely 
to be affected by the change. 

“We know that carer continuity is very important and 
recognise that some people will be disappointed if they 
have to transfer their care arrangements to a different 
provider. 

“I would like to reassure people that the level of service 
they receive will not be affected by the change in ap¬ 
pointed providers. 

“The new contracts will ensure that the quality and 
choice of services available remain high and also cover 
a variety of needs regardless of where a person lives. 

“We will be meeting with all clients affected to discuss 
and agree on how their care will be provided in the fu¬ 
ture.”

Series of T.E. Lawrence events at the Tank Museum 


THE National Trust has organised a new series of T.E. 
Lawrence events, in partnership with the Tank Mu¬ 
seum at Bovington. 

Lawrence (1888-1935), famed for his exploits lead¬ 
ing the Arab revolt against theTurks during the First 
World War, briefly served in theTank Corps between 
1923 and 1925. During this time he rented Clouds 
Hill cottage, which was to be his country refuge for 
the rest of his life. The cottage is now owned by the 
National Trust, and preserved exactly as Lawrence 
knew it, with many of his possessions. 

The new events will kick off the 2012 season at 
Clouds Hill, and will be co- hosted by Clouds Hill vol¬ 
unteers and staff and Tank Museum staff. 

First up is two Lawrence of Arabia Experience days 
on Sunday 4th and Sunday, March 11th. These full 
day experiences will begin with tea and coffee and 
a talk on the life of T.E. Lawrence by a National Trust 
representative. This will be followed by a short tour 
of The Tank Museum and a closer look at the Mu¬ 
seum's Lawrence exhibition. Exhibits include a 
Brough Superior motorcycle, a Rolls Royce Ar¬ 
moured car of the type used in the Arab Revolt and 
items from the Museum's collection of Lawrence re¬ 
lated artefacts. 

After lunch visitors will board a minibus to take 
them the short distance through Bovington Camp 
to Clouds Hill, for a guided tour of the cottage. On 
the way, the bus will stop at the site where Lawrence 
was fatally injured in a motorcycle accident, now 
marked by a memorial stone. 

Afterwards, there's a visit to Moreton Church to see 
Lawrence's grave and explore the church with its 
stunning engraved glass windows by the artist Lau¬ 
rence Whistler. The day will end with afternoon tea 
at the Tank Museum. Tickets cost £50 and places 
must be pre-booked. 

On Friday, March 9th, The Tank Museum will play 
host to an evening lecture entitled 'Lawrence as a 


Symbol for Modern Policy'. Delivered by MP Rory 
Stewart, the lecture will examine Lawrence's military 
life, drawing parallels with British and American in¬ 
terventions in Iraq and Afghanistan today. Rory is a 
former soldier, diplomat and deputy governor of a 
province of occupied Iraq. He has spent a number of 
years living and working in Iraq and Afghanistan and 
has long been fascinated by Lawrence. There is a £5 
entry fee for the lecture. 

The Lawrence theme continues with family fun at 
Lawrence of Arabia Weekend on March 24th and 
25th, with activities and talks celebrating his life. 
Highlights will include a Show &Tell with Lawrence- 
related artefacts, a T.E. Lawrence children's trail and 
craft activities, and an Arabian-style souk in the mu¬ 
seum. Entry to the event is free, but standard admis¬ 


sion charges apply for adults. Children dressed as 
Lawrence of Arabia will be admitted for free. 

TheTank Museum is the museum of the Royal Tank 
Regiment & Royal Armoured Corps. The tank was a 
British invention that changed warfare for ever when 
it was introduced in World War One - and Bovington 
is the only place where many of these rare and his¬ 
toric vehicles can be seen. Fresh from a £16m invest¬ 
ment in new exhibitions & facilities, with almost 200 
vehicles on display in six large halls, visitors will 
come face-to-face with tanks that have seen action 
in all the major wars of the 20th century.

Red card can't halt Weymouth 2nds 


WEYMOUTH 10 WESTBURY 0 

THE elements of a swirling wind and a heavy, slip¬ 
pery pitch made this encounter a war of attrition, 
with defences on top for much of the time and 
play confined, in the main, to the eights. 

The first-half was evenly contested and re¬ 
mained scoreless. After the break gaps began to 
appear in the visitors' cover and Mike Robinson, 
making a welcome return to the fold, took advan¬ 
tage by touching down a try that remained un¬ 
converted.

This score put an end to home resistance, and 
Boudoir got over for his second try of the game in 
the final few minutes to seal the result after a day 
that will live long in the memory. 

In what was certainly an eventful afternoon for 
the Weymouth club, their third side went down 
39-5 against Wimborne thirds. 

DEVIZES 15 DORCHESTER 5 

THIS was always going to be a close fought en¬ 
counter and, as it transpired, the decisive action 
took place well within the first five minutes of 
play. 

Having been asked to play with both the wind 
and slope in their favour Devizes kicked off deep, 
Dorchester fumbled and their opponents were 
first to react. 

The conversion kick went wide but worse was 
to come.
